WORST OF ALL was the birth of 
gangsterism in the big cities. This 
evil — a legacy from prohibuion— 
is stili with us in many localities. 
The issue of prohibition had. of 
course, been argued for many dec­ 
ades. State after state, each in its 
own way. had been going “ dry-” 
But, not satisfied to let each state 
or community handle the problem, 
the extremists forced through a fed 
eral prohibition amendment. 
It was termed by P r e s i d e n t 
Hoover in his acceptance speech 
of 1928 “ an experiment, noble in 
purpose.” While he himself had 
serious doubts about trying to ef­ 
fect a reform by national constitu­ 
tional amendment, he was sincere 
in his efforts at enforcement. 
WThen repeal came in 1933. the 
-Twenty-first Amendment gave the 
problem back to the states, where 
it is now—some states being “ dry” 
or partly “ dry” and some being 
“ wet.” 
Local option — to let each state 
or community handle moral ques­ 
tions — is the only way thai has 
proved successful in dealing with 
social problems in America. 
The “ integration” controversy is 
today in its infancy. It may take 
years to solve it. 


No-Show Penalty 
News that the nation’s scheduled airlines are 
going to impose penalties on reservation hold­ 
ers who fail to show up probably brings a loud 
•hurrah” from the biggest portion of regular 
air travelers. 
By actual survey, the most frequent com­ 
plaint of plane passengers is that they frequent­ 
ly have great difficulty making 
reservations 
and then see lots of empty seats on the plane 
when it takes off. Almost everyone who has 
traveled by air to any extent has experienced 
the frustration and suspicion aroused by this 
situation. 
There are. of course, emergency cases when 
woifld-be passengers unavoidably fail to make 
their flights. But in the total picture they are 
• rare. It is the wide-scale abuse of the reserva­ 
tion system by 
inconsiderate 
travelers 
and 
underhanded dealers that the penalty is aimed 
o at. 
Some passengers, for instance, make a prac­ 
tice of reserving seats on four or five flights in 
order to be able to dhoose at the last minute 
the one they are going to us. And flourishing 
black markets have been suspected in some 
cities, with hotel employes buying up reserva­ 
tions and offering them at premium prices. 
The problem has grown as planes have be­ 
come larger and more and more people have 
become air trawlers. Worrying the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board has been the prospect of a big­ 
ger headache with the advent of the jet age 
in commercial aviation, when planes will have 
seats for 100 to 150 passengers each. 
The new $3 penalty, with other rules put into 
effect earlier, should ease the whole problem 
as well as help alleviate the cost-price squeeze 
that has spurred the airlines to pressure for 
rate increases.

TO ANONE who lived through 
the tragic era of prohibition and 
saw crime and vice on the rise, it 
was o b v i o u s that the American

As President Eisenhower says,

Maybe history will repeat itself 
and some day the people may 
adopt a constitutional amendment 
specifically overriding the Supreme 
Court decision of three years ago 
and giving to each state the right 
to handle its own school problems.

Animal Parasites in Humans 


Lest We Forget 
Wnat good wiH come of another United Na­ 
tions resolution on Hungary? 
U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge ardently 
believes it offers the best opportunity for ac- 
iomplishing what the free world wants—eventual 
withdrawal of the Soviet Union’s troops from 
the oppressed nation. 
“ We don't think force is practical.” he has 
said- “ You are dealing with a major military 
power with total contempt for public opdnion 
when it goes against their wishes.”

Paradoxical as this statement appears, the 
fact is that Russia must, in the final analysis, 
be sensitive to world opinion, for its greatest 
weapon in the cold war for men’s minds is 
propaganda. Communism suffers its worst set­ 
backs when it fails in its efforts to sugaar-coat 
the harsh realities of its motives. 
And never in the grim history of the Cold 
War has Russia suffered such a setback as in 
the Hungarian affair. Its contempt for human 
rights and freedoms was never displayed so 
dearly for the world’s scrutiny as when it dis- 
: patched its armed might to crush the struggles 
~ of the suffocating Hungarians for a breath of 
r free air.

Keeping this picture alive is the present obhga- 
2 tion of the free world. If time is allowed to 
• dim the vividness of its image or Russia’s 
£ excusers—like Nehru—permitted to distort it. the 
darkness pervading Hungary will only be deep­ 
ened and prolonged. 
Lest the world forgets, Mr. Lodge is saying: 
“ We can help Hungary by moral pressure 
E mm cannot help * by armed iorce.”

vasion of human beings by animal 
parasites. 
There is evidence that parasites 
have plagued the human race since 
the dawn of history' and some par­ 
asitic and tropical diseases are on 
the increase in North America. 
One reason is the northern mi­ 
gration of peoples from Puerto 
Rico, the West Indies and the 
southern portions of the United 
States. Another is that more tour­ 
ists. military men. Point Four per­ 
sonnel and others are returning to 
northern dimes after varying Per­ 
iods of residence in areas heavily 
troubled by animal parasites. 
There are a large number of 
parasites which can cause illness 
in human beings. The majority of 
them are taken into the system 
with the food or drink, though 
seme, like the hookworm, can en­ 
ter the body directly through he 
skin. 
Perhaps the most common and 
troublesome of the parasites is 
the famous pin worm, but there 
are others such as the various 
tapeworms which can become es­ 
tablished in the digestive organs. 
One parasitic disease goes by the 
tongue-twisting name of schistoso­ 
miasis. One authority regards this 
as 
the 
most 
important 
dis­ 
ease of man. with the exception 
of malaria. Another states that it 
is the world’s third most wide­ 
spread disease, involving 200 mil­ 
lion people. 
It is thought that schistosomias­ 
is affects about 10 out of 100 per 
sons coming from regions where 
the disease is common. In Chicago 
it is estimated that some 2.200 har­ 
bor schistosomes for this reaon. 
In New York City the number is 
calculated at about 70.000. Fur­ 
thermore. those who harbor ani­ 
mal parasites are potential sourc­ 
es of spread to others. 
The spread of parasites depends 
more on sanitation asd hygiene than 
on climate. Hence, if the rules of 
sanitation and hygiene are fol­ 
lowed carefully the spread of para­ 
sites can be at least partially 
checked.

“ There can be devised a theore­ 
tical machine system that can be 
mathmatically demonstrated

unbreakable — a system with such 
an incredible order of complexity 
that there is never a repeat in it.”

BIT THE MACHINES have not 
fundamentally changed wha* the 
experts call the art of cryptogra­ 
phy (putting message in codes or

(breaking 
codes 
and ciphers.) One 
expert says: 
“ Wrhat the machines give us is 
time and an extremely high num­ 
ber of variables, approaching 
in­ 
finity.” 
The complexity of the machine 
system means that no such system 
can be broken by a potential ene­ 
my that does not have machines. 
But the electronic theory* behind 
the units is common knowledge 
and everybody who is anybody 
now has machines.

the lo cal underwo rld and a few so - 
called kingmakers in o ur co mmu­ 
nity who o perated o n a basis o f 
rule o r ruin.” 
The last charge dismissed was 
o ne accusing the may o r o f try ing 
to get two wo men to swear falsely 
that gambler Big Jim Elkins, a 
key figure in the vice investiga­ 
tio n, was a narco tics addict who 
was co nnected with pro stitutio n 
here. 
Pro secuto r 
Arthur 
Higgs 
said the indictment listed 24 acts 
and no t o ne co nstituted a crime. 
Identical charges against three 
o ther perso ns also were dismissed.

dismissal, 
abo ut 
half the mo re than 100 indictments 
in the lVfe-y ear-lo ng investtgatio n 
have been wiped o ut. There has 
been so me duplicatio n o f indict­ 
ments as a series o f grand juries 
to o k up the cases, and o fficials 
were uncertain o f the exact sco re. 
But a newspaper, the Orego n 
Jo urnal, listed it as; 59 cases dis­ 
missed; 3 acquittals; 2 pleas o f 
guilty ; 1 co nvictio n; 51 cases pend­ 
ing.

charges. Elkins, who se testimo ny 
was the basis fo r many o f the 
state’s charges, was co nvicted and 
sentenced to 20 mo nths in priso n.

Schrunk was bro ught to trial o n 
o ne charge, accusing him o f ly ing 
when he denied taking a bribe 
frpm a gambler two y ears ago , 
when Schrunk was sheriff. He was

he* had taken the bribe. 
Acquitted in o ther trials were
